German industry worked under 
Pressure today to stock up the

Russia claimed further gains by 
the Red army against Hitler's divi- 
sions in the winter offensive and 
said guerillas had wiped out 1,462 
German soldiers during January in 
the Leningrad district alone.

claimed resistance of the Russian 
population in German-occupied 
territory was such that it could not 
be overlooked by “any army in the 
world without endangering its own 
security.”

Amendments To 
Salaries Order 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—(CP)—All 
persons receiving salaries or 
wages of less than $175 3 month 
are excluded from the class of 
“salaried official” and made sub- 
Ject to the wages and cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus order, under amend- 
ments to the wartime salaries or- 
der of last Nov. 27 which were 
tabled in the House of Commons 
Wednesday by Finance Minister 
lisley. 

Under the amendments those re- 
ceiving $250 a month or more are 
considered to be salaried officials 
unless their duties or responsibil- 
ities showed clearly that they are 
not above the rank of foreman or 
comparable rank, in which they are 

subject to the wages order. 

“This amending order is intended 
to clarify the application of the or- 
iginal order and to alter some de- 
tails of its provisions in regard par- 
ticularly to promotions, new ap- 
pointments, and the payment of 
bonuses,” Mr. Ilsley said. 

He drew particular attention to 
the changes clarifying the defini- 
tion of salaried official, which

Meanwhile eight city policemen wore band- 
ages today and a number of youths nursed bruises as a result 
‘of tre clash that occurred when police broke up a parade of 
300 youths as they moved toward midtown Montreal. 

The clash also resulted in 30 “ 


broken plate glass shop windows 
at the S. Catherine and St, Law- 
rence intersection where the 
marchers made their last stand 
before dispersal by police. At this 
point scores of windows were 
shattered in street cars held up by 
the marchers. 

The injured police included: Capt. 
Herve Guimond, Capt. Antonio 
Trudeau, Lieut. Armand Marion, 
Lieut. Armand Giard, Sgt. Victor 
Paquin, Constable Gordon Macken- 
zie, Constable Fernand Ledwyn and 
Constable Deus Lussier. 

Most of them suffered bruises and 
cuts and none was seriously injur- 
ed. ,Sticks, leather thongs and 
chunks of ice were used as weapons 
by the parading youths. 

After the meeting was ended the 
youths hoisted “No” placards ana 
marghed toward the centre of the 
city shouting in French “a bas—a 
bas—a bas la conscription” (Down, 
down, down with conscription.)

hart when he spoke in the legislature Wednesday. 


Speaking in the debate on the “ 
Speech from the Throne, the pre- | 


mier sald he hoped that, before 
the house adjourned, a strong re- 
solution would be approved, “ex- 
Posing the destructive nature of 


People against its subtlety.” 


Mr. Aberhart declared the opposi- | 
tion had no policy, while the gov- 
ernment members were solidly un- 
ited with aims to win the war and | 
to establish democratic freedom and | 
economic security after the war, He | 
reviewed the objectives and | 
achievements of the government | 
and said the underlying cause of 
“Alberta's unique place” in Canada 
was its determined action to stim- 
ulate industry, expand credit and 
control debt. 


CLASH OCCURS 

He concluded with a reference to 
monetary reform, saying that steps 
should be taken “to establish an or- 
derly, scientific and thoroughly 
democratic reform of the monetary 


system. Nothing else can nor will 
accomplish any great results.” 

The premier’s speech was marked 
by a clash with A, Davison, Ind., 
Calgary, who claimed a statement 
made by Mr. Aberhart was not true, 
When Mr. Speaker Peter Dawson 
declared this could not be teken as 
a point of order, his ruling was ap- 
pealed by D. M. Duggan, Ind., Ed- 
monton, and a house vote of 34 to 
16 upheld the speaker 

Mr, Davison rose quickly to say 
that the premier was making an 
untrue statement when he said, 
“The honorable member from Cal- 
gary, Mr. Davison, supported the 
Fortin plan of full interest for the 
bondholders and now he refuses to 
provide sufficient hospital services 
for the sick people of Calgary. 

The speaker said it was not his 
duty to decide whether statements 
of members were true or untrue 
and ruled there was no point of 
order. 

Following the division on the ap- 
peal, Mr, Aberhart amended his 
statement to say, “I see by the 
papers that he refuses to provide 
sufficient hospital services for the 
sick people of Calgary.” 

“That last part still is untrue,” 
Mr. Davison said without rising. 


“WIN WAR, WIN PEACE” 

Stating that conditions in Alberta 
could not be considered apart from 
those in Canada and the rest of the 
world, the premier told the as- 
acmbly that “present conditions are 
so universal and so interwoven in 
every country in the world. that, if 
we hope to understand any part of 
them, we must consider the whole 
picture.” 

The people of the province, he 
felt, would be glad to see the de- 
termination of the government to 

bring to an early and successful 
issue, the objectives of victory in 
the war and establishment of 
economic freedom—to “win the 
war aNd also win the peace.” 

Stating that the opposition had no 
policy, he felt that ‘the opposition 
leader’s reference to the Independ- 

ent group's “baby” was unfortunate, 
“I must say that he made a grave 
mistake when he compared his 
policy to a baby. We all know that 
it takes more than infantile policies 
to solve the man-sized problems of 
today,” he said. 


UNIQUE POSITION 

Alberta had achieved a unique 
position in Canada, he continued, 
because “it is the only province in 
Canada that has lived within fts 
means and has not increased its 
provincial debt.” This meant, he 
said, that taxation would only be 
{Increased for greater social services, 
health, education, good roads and 
other benefits. 

Speaking of the “sanctity of the 
contract bogie,” the premier said 
he was aware that the opposition 
had hurled invectives at the gov- 
ernment for not meeting its full 
bond interest rates. “That is old 
stuff now,” he said. “Our citizens 
had ample opportunity to pass 
judgment on that at the last elec- 
tion. So why trot it out again?” 

He asked, “Has the opposition 
adopted the cry of finance? If so, 
why?” 

Here he made the statement that 
the Calgary mayor and Independent 
M.L.A. had taken a stand for full 
Interest rates and refused to pro- 
vide adequate hospital services. 


HUMANITY FIRST 

Health and humanity came before 
financial contracts, he felt. He re- 
gretted the hardship caused in 

some cases by the reduction of bond 
interest, but said it was a question 
of whether the hardship should fall 
on the few or the many. 

Alberta, he felt, was justified 
In cutting its interest and default- 
ing ite maturities as the British 
government had been in default- 
ing the interest and principal of 
Its Great War debt to the United 

States. 

But “discrimination against Al- 
berta,” he said, brought out the 
fact that this province had achiey-

“UNION NOW" 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
he said, in 1935 had stated that his 
rovernment would give the Social 
Credit government in Alberts 
every opportunity to work out its 
plans, yet had disallowed its first 
acts towards this objective. 

Action of the courts in throwing 
out legislation was not a reflection 
on the courts, he continued, but on 
the fact that the law had been 
molded through centuries to protect 
the financial interests. 

He turned to the “Union Now” 
movement which, he said, was “a 
sinister movemert .. . designed 
to destroy even the sovereign 
rights which we at present are 
supposed to have.” 

He expressed the hope that the 
legislature, at this session, would 
pass a resolution condemning the 
movement. 

“It is proposed,” he said, “that 
all democratic countries should 
enter into a huge federation or 
gigantic union umder an_ inter. 
national authority. The central 
authority of this enormous com- 
bine is to be given complete con- 
trol over three main factors: (1) 
the financial set-up; (2) the armed 
forces; (3) all citizenship rights. 
“HIDEOUS TYRANNY” 

“Now follow me please,” he con- 
tinued. “By centralizing control of 
the monetary system in the hands 
of an internation authority, we 
would thereby set up a constitu- 
tional economic dictatorship. Then 
by giving that economic dictator- 
ship contro] of the armed forces and 
of our citizenship rights we would 
have created an absolute dictator- 
ship; a complete totalitarian state, 
and all national sovereignty would 
be a thing of the past. 

“Instead of the long-established 
British ideal of democratic gov- 
ernment, we would have a bid- 
eous totalitarian tyranny with all 
power centralized in the hands of 
& small group. controlled by in- 
ternational finance. In my 
Opinion there is Httle to choose 
between that and the nightmare 
which Hitler calls the Nazi ‘new 
order’ We can have neither of 
these.” 

Concerned about the danger, he 
said, he felt the assembly should 
pass an opinion on “this subtle 
movement.” 


MONETARY REFORM 

Closing his address. the premier 
said that steps must be taken now 
toward reform of the monetary 
system. “If we do nothing about 


dealing with these problems now, 


how will we be able to deal with 
them at @ time when war indus- 
tries cease producing, and all the 
difficulties of re-adjustment to 
peacetime needs are upon us?” he 
asked ; 

“The stark fact that I want the 
people to realize is that we are 
as little prepared for peace as we 
were prepared for war in August, 
1939,” he said. 

Nothing but an orderly, scientific 
and thoroughly democratic reform 
of the monetary system, he said, 
would accomplish great results.

Must Subjugate 
Axis Countries 
Yukon M.P. Says 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12 — (CP) — 
Allied armies must conquer Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan and keep 
them conquered and Canada 
should have an army large enough 
to share in that’ conquest, George 
Black (Con. Yukon) said Wednes- 
day in the House of Commons, 

Expressing fear the vote in the 
forthcoming plebiscite would not 
be in favor of releasing the govern- 

ment from its anti-conscription 
pledges, Mr. Black said he was 
sure members of parliament could 
speak for the people and grant the 
necessary release without a plebis- 
cite, 

“As I see it,” he said, “we in Can- 
ada need an army of at least 600,000 
men, fully trained, fully equipped 
with all the up-to-date engines of 
war, sd that they may go with the 
great armies that the (British) 
Commonwealth of Nations, Russia, 
the United States and all the Allied 
nations must send to invade and 
conquer Germany, Italy and Japan 
and keep them conquered. 


FOR PERMANENT PEACE 

“Germany in the last 100 years 
has provoked no less than five wars. 

“Let us arm and prepare this 
time to achieve a victory that will 
result in permanent world peace. 
The people of the world with the 
exception of the Germans, Italians 
and Japanese. want peace. 

“Let us make that peace possible; 
let us restore to freedom those na- 
tions now enslaved by their brutal 
conquerors, 

“let us make the Germans, the 
Italians and the Japanese keep the 
peace.” 


B the government were getting 
enough men by the voluntary 
system, conscription and release 
from past pledges were not neces- 
sary.

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The Blackout 


Edmonton people are to have the 
novel experience of a brief blackout, on 
Sunday evening. Sitting in enforced 
darkness will bring home the fact that 
this city is not beyond the range of 
enemy bombers operating from a base 
on the Pacific coast or from an air- 
plane carrier off the coast. 

The object is to call attention to the 
Victory bond sale which opens on 
Monday. But since a blackout is to be 
held, it should be made realistic and 
turned to account for instructional pur- 
poses as well. 

There should be no question of 
everyone complying willingly with the 
arrangements. What is to be done now 
in practice may have to be done later 
on a8 the price of saving our lives and 
homes, Indifference in the matter 
would be something more than defiance 
of authority; it would be an offence 
also against one’s neighbors. Should 
the time come when lights must be 
doused for safety, anyone who failed 
to blackout his premises thoroughly 
would invite death to those living in 
his neighborhood, and betray the loc- 
ation of the city to those only too eager 
to destroy it. 

But the art of blacking-out a house 
is one that can only be learned by 
doing. It will be easy to turn off the 
lights and sit in darkness for five min- 
utes; but if an air raid should come it 
may last for five hours. In such cir- 
cumstances lights will have to be used 
—in hospitals—and also in homes. How 
to darken windows and doors so that 
no glimmer will reach the outside must 
be known to every person in a com- 
munity if a blackout is to be one hun- 
dred per cent successful. 

With that object, men should be 
stationed in all parts of the city Sun- 
day evening, to note any cases in which 
no effort is made to darken premises, 
but also to note where attempts are 
made but are not wholly effective. 


Close The Ranks 


Now that the hot-heads have had 
their fling and been rebuked, and the 
“national government” schemers have 
shot their bolt and missed the mark, 
there is or should be a prospect that 
spokesmen of all parties and factions 
will “Put an end to, the kind of contro- 
versy which can lead only to dissen- 
sion, division and disunity, and join 
more unitedly than ever in the task of 
making the war effort of Canada the 
utmost of which our country is cap- 
able.” 

This suggestion of Prime Minister 
King correctly interprets the verdict 
which came from the polls on Monday, 
and thus carries something of the 
authority of a popular mandate. The 
voters of four representative constit- 
uencies, two in Ontario and two in Que- 
bec, made themselves heard in terms 
not to be misunderstood, and terms 
which must be supposed to reflect the 
temper of the solid body of the elector- 
ate of the Dominion, 

By their ballots these voters called 
for a cessation of racial bickering and 
under-cover attempts to gain power, 
They made plain that there is no pol- 
itical profit to be gleaned by inciting 
dissension, and none by trying to re- 
peat the imperialist-nationalist coup of 
an earlier day. That particular chapter 
of the history of the first Great War 
is not to be repeated. 

As plainly as they could do so, the 
electors declared that anyone who 
hopes for popular approval must seek 
it by giving whole-hearted support to 
the prosecution and expansion of the 
national war program along the lines 
already established, and endorsed at 
the elections two years ago. Whether 
one agrees or does not agree with that 
policy in all its details, the path of duty 
is clear, This is still a democracy, and 
the majority rule. Canada is fighting 
for its life. This is no time to promote 
sectional cleavage, and no time for 
political stratagems. 


Where He Comes In 


To the middle-aged civilian who 
knows nothing about present-day war 
but the cost of it, this fragment of 
knowledge is enough to bring some- 
thing like mental paralysis when he 
tries to picture the kinds and quantities 


of munitions he is called upon to help | 


make and pay for, 

Here are a few items culled from 
the news columns of a single recent 
issue. Canada is going to start making 
synthetic rubber, because the enemy 
has shut off our supply of the real 
thing, Canada is building this year 
about as much merchant ship tonnage 
as all the yards in Britain. Rifles which 
should have gone to Canada’s defence 
forces had to be sent to Singapore. 
General McNaughton is calling for 
equipment which will make Canada's 
oversea army the most heavily armor- 
ed force in the world, Canadian plants 
are now turning out 70 planes per 


week, At Sorel one plant will soon 
be in “full production” of naval guns, 
while another is producing field guns 
on clock-work schedule. 

These items from the news of a 
single day give only a passing glimpse 
at Canada’s unfolding war-production 
program. There are scores of other 
kinds of tools and supplies not mention- 
ed in the list, all being produced as fast 
as the men and machinery available 
can turn them out, And still, from 
every theatre of war, comes the call 
for more, and more of everything! 

Which all works back to the civ- 
ilian, who has to do the making and 
the paying. Considering the size of 
his job, and the vital place he holds 
in the scheme of things, he seems to 
be rather the forgotten man in all the 
world hub-bub. But he goes right on 
doing his work and putting his earn- 
ings into savings certificates, war 
bonds, and income taxes, He may not 
get any medals or be mentioned in de- 
Spatches, but without him the war 
could not be won. For if we are to 
out-fight the enemy we must first out- 
build him.

Experts Give a Picture of What * 


the 1947 Model Motor Car 
Will Be—Maybe

The automobile industry expects the 
war to last five years. During this period, 
no “new model” cars will be placed on the 
market. By the time we lick the Nazis, the 
auto-buying public will not only be oper- 
ating run-down jalopies but they’ll be so 
sick and tired of their old cars they'll be 
ripe for something brand new, out of this 
world! And the industry will be ready 
for them with the 1947 Dream Car! 

What will it look like? Well, it is al- 
ready under construction. It is a vision 
conjured up by one of the outstanding 
automobile designers, Raymond Loewy. 
Mr, Loewy has gained a reputation for de- 
signing everything from the shape of a 
new lipstick to the great Diesel-engined, 
streamlined locomotive on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. 

In the first place, forget the idea of 
having your postwar car made of steel. 
Aluminum! That is the metal which will 
replace 80 to 90 per cent of the stee] in 
your dream car. It is figured out this 
way: at the end of the war the United 
States will be producing aluminum in 
superabundance, This metal is lighter than 
steel, therefore it will reduce the over-all 
weight of the car, and your gallon of 
gasoline will go for greater mileage rather 
than for hauling excess weight. 

Since the body will be light, there will 


be no need for a heavy motor. Twelve- 
cylinder jobs will disappear from the 
scene, Almost every efficient, reliable 


motor today can be designed to fit into an 
ordinary overnight bag. Four-cylinder 
jobs will be the style for the masses; six 
cylinders for the elite. There will be no 
wasted space in this new car; every inch 


* will be utilized for your greater comfort, 


“Personal Transportation,” with a capital 
PT, will be the catchwords in putting this 
car over when jt appears on the market, 


New Designs 


In the past, automobile designers have 
been handed a chassis and told to design 
their models around it. The war has 
changed all that. Now, automobile manu- 
facturers, knowing that more and more 
people will be turning to airplanes after 
the war, have ordered their designers to 
produce radically new conceptions. Ideas 
shelved a few years ago as “too far ahead 
of the times” have been taken out of the 
hat and revitalized for this new car. 

The 1947 dream will be no pee-wee. 
But the existing notion that a ‘car must 
have a hood, fenders, a trunk, and rubber 
tires is being thrown out of the window, 
The hood on today’s car serves only to en- 
case the motor, Since the dream car will 
be designed for passengers, not motors, the 
hood will disappear and the motors will 
be rebuilt in the rear or underneath the 
car, 
This will leave free the entire front end 
of the car. The windshield will be pushed 
forward to where the radiator is today, 
and inside the car there will be one-third 
more space, so that the passenger can move 
freely, stand up if he likes, or walk around 
while the car is in motion. 

The body of the car, from the outside 
will Jook like a huge bullet. There will be 
a minimum of wind friction. New-type 
Springs will absorb all “bounce.” The car 
we consider the ultimate in speed, safety, 
and comfort will seem like a padded cell 
on wheels in comparison with the post-

on large, spongy, individual chairs, their 
feet on a colorful broadloom rug. In addi- 
tion to the individual lounging chairs, 
there will be chairs of the foldin ‘ype and 
a table for card playing. While the daugh- 
ter of the family is reading her favorite 
magazine and listening to the radio and 
the eldest son sits at the wheel, Mr, and 
Mrs, America can entertain their friends 
at a comfortable game of bridge!

And, believe it or not, no more sun glare 
and blinding headlights.

This feature alone may turn 
out to be the lifesaver of a generation, 
when one considers that blinding head- 
lights at night and sun glare during the 
day account for a large percentage of the 
nation's automobile accidents, 

Today, when you want to get in or out 
of your car you have to turn the handle 
and swing the door outward, In parking 
lots, where autos are squeezed within a 
few inches of each other, this is sometimes 
difficult. The new car will have sliding 


doors. Visualize panels molded from 
plastic materials, substantial and firm, safe 
and easy-gliding, and you have the picture 
of the doors on the most revolutionary 
automobile the world has yet conceived. 


No Gearshift 


Gearshifting in 1947 will, of course, be 
a thing of the past. It is even conceivable 
that there may be a single pedal arrange-* 
ment on the floor board which, when 
pushed down, will be the accelerator, and 
when allowed to come up again, will be 
the brake, All the elements of driving may 
be controlled from this one pedal on the 
floor board. 

Up to now, tires have been made of 
rubber, In 1947, a material known today 
as Neoprene will probably have replaced 
it, Neoprene has already been proven to 
last longer than rubber, is more blowout 
proof and (when produced in quantity) 
will be available at the same price as rub- 
ber. These tires will be simply mounted 
on hubcaps attached directly to the axles, 
(This product will eventually do away 
with the importation of rubber from the 
equator countries. The materials for the 
manufacture of Neoprene are available in 
our own country.)

Plebiscite Is Justified 


Thinks Mackenzie King Takes * 
Proper Course in Referring 
Situation to the People 


LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: Much has already 
been said about the forthcoming plebiscite. 
But the matter is of such vital importance 
that too much discussion is not pbdssible. 
These few lines are offered especially to 
those who have lined themselves on the 
side of the opponents of the government. 

For some time immediately after the 
declaration of war by the Canadian gov- 
ernment our citizenry could not accurately 
be described as enthusiastic warriors. 
True, there were enlistments, war loans 
and tag days... but the enthusiastic spirit 
for real total war, in Hitler's own style, 
was absent, Many an editor, orator and 
“all-outist” bemoaned that lack of public 
interest—some going as far us to describe 
the peculiar apathy as absence of patriot- 
sm. 

Today we have a different public. Two 
years of war have pushed Ethiopia, with 
Spain and non-intervention, Munich and 
appeasement, into the background— 
though, admittedly, not entirely out of 
sight. For it was the ghost of appease- 
ment more than any other one single 
factor that “put the damper” on Canada’s 
war spirit; every step taken by the gov- 
ernment, every retreat by Britain’s armed 
forces was viewed with suspicion. 

Winston Churchill, more than anyone 
else killed the ghost of Munich. He refused 
to “go easy" on Hitler after the Hesscapade; 
he signed an alliance with the Soviets 
after Hitler's invasion of that country, 
Above all, he promised that there would 
be no peace with Germany while the Nazis 
were in power. These facts taken together 
with the spirit displayed by the Soviet 
armies and people have all resulted in a 
ehange in the minds of the Canadian 
people, 

Here's where the critics step in. Now, 
they say, when we have the public de- 
manding a total war, the government is to 
conduct a vote as to whether we should or 
should not have an army to make effective 
a two-year-old declaration of war. The 
appearance of powerful logic to this critic- 
ism, however, is only superficial :and we 
cannot overlook the source of this and 
other criticism lately levelled at the gov- 
ernment. 

Let us remember that in the course of 
the campaigning just prior to the Jast fed- 
eral elections, both politica] parties prom- 
ised “no conscription.” Both government 
and opposition parties refused or were 
afraid to give leadership. Both based 
themselves on the absence of war enthus- 
iasm which at that time no one could fail 
to recognize. Both parties were willing 
to follow the public for partisan reasons. 

Now the opposition is attempting to 
make political capital out of the difficulty 
into whieh petty partisanship has placed 
the government, But what has the opposi- 
tion to say for itself? Had they not con- 
tributed fo the confusion by supporting 
appeasement? Did they not support Mun- 
ich, and even attempt to justify it? Have 
they up to this date said “we were wrong, 
Munich was wong, collective security was 
correct?” 

Their record does not give them the 
right to again confuse the public by rat- 


tling the sword of partisan politics, Even 
during war people in glass houses should 
refrain from throwing stones. 

Now they attack the government, not 
in the main for certain demonstrations of 
weakness; not for its ignoring of the trade 
unions in its labor policy; not because it 
has taken seven months of Soviet-German 
war to bring about direct diplomatic rela- 
tions with our ally; not because Vichy 
still maintains a representative here. No, 
they attack the government for keeping an 
election promise. By so doing they also 
tacitly inform us what their own election 
promises are worth, that if elected they 
would immediately have broken theirs. 

Let’s try to be positive. The King gov- 
ernment was wrong in promising “no con- 
scription” in a war-time election, though 
there still is nothing to indicate that con- 
scription will be necessary. But the gov- 
ernment is not wrong in its decision to 
hold a plebiscite. That is the only de- 
mocratic way out of a complicated situa- 
tion, 

It should be apparent to al) that—to 
put it nicely—bpth opposition and gov- 
ernment parties made the same mistake, 
One party however is willing to correct its 


error in g democratic manner, the other 
with a cynical disregard for public 
opinion, 


The plebiscite and the public meetings, 
Speeches, articles in the press, ete., preced- 
ing it, can only be for the best. It will 
afford every citizen the opportunity to 
participate in discussion of national policy, 
not merely on the question of conscription 
but al] questions having a bearing on the 
war, Even in itself the plebiscite can be 
a powerful step towards strengthening the 
public will to victory—if we make it so, 

Let’s not permit any more petty parti- 
san bickering! 

Tf you don’t want the plebiscite to con- 
vince the government—let’s have it to con-

Two Kinds of Totality 


What many of our legislators and pub- 
lic men appeat to have forgotten is that, 
so far as manpower is concerned, there are 
two kinds of totality. 

There is the numerical totality of war 
effort. And there is the functional total- 
ity of war effort, 

On the one hand, there is the problem 
of putting as many people as possible to 
work on war jobs, combatant and prod- 
uctive, 

On the other hand, there is the problem 
of extracting the last ounce of effort out 
of the pompu productivity of each in- 
dividual. 

The first problem concerns itself with 
the numbers of people available. 

The second problem concerns itself 
with the fitness of individuals. 

The first problem has to do with the 
quantity of war workers. 

The second problem has to do with the 
quality of war workers. 

Numerical totality can be secured by 
comparatively simple methods. Functional 
totality opens up the whole question of 
health and morale, Rehabilitation be- 
comes as vital as initia] gens 

To establish functional totality in our 
war effort, and it is quite as important as 
numerical totality, three things have to be 
secured: 

1. A population enjoying maximum 
health and vigor. 

population enjoying that maxi- 
mum socia] contentment from which flows 
morale stamina. 

3. A population enjoying that social 
security upon which may be built a way of 
life that men will willingly shed their 
blood to defend. 


Social Security 


Functional totality is vital to Canada 
because, as any industrial manager knows, 
ten men working in full health and zeal 
and will can accomplish twice as much as 
twenty men working sluggishly and half 
Tesentfully. 

Two great, progressive, democratic 
nations have shown their appreciation of 
that fact within the past two months, 

When danger began: to threaten Aus- 
tralia, the first thing she did was to re- 
habilitate her defences. The second thing 
she did, and almost in the same breath, 
was to check over her social security leg- 
islation so her people would resist the 
enemy with greater vigor, greater morale 
and greater gi 

xactly the same thing happened in 
the United States, si 

Almost coincidental with American 
war legislation, was a set of improvements 

the already splendid social security 
system so that men in the armed forces 
would be able to face the enemy relieved 
of all social and civil worries, 

It is too bad that Canada lags behind 
the English-speaking world in social sec- 
urity legislation. It is too bad that our 
men who fight the foe by land, by sea, by 
air and in the factories must face the fact 
that 54 out of every 100 of them will be 
entirely dependent upon relatives and 
friends when they are 65 years old, that 36 
out of every 100 of them will be dead, even 
in civilian life, before they reach that 
same age. 

Who can throw all his zeal inte total 
war for a way of life that offers no more 


than that? 
Health 


Social security as represented by 
national health insurance is the greatest 
factor for building up and maintaining 
the national health, 

All branches of medicine are agreed 
on the fact that most disease springs from 
neglect. Almost any illness is totally cur- 
able if it is taken in hand by a competent 
medical man early enough. 

Most medical neglect is due to the fact 
that the individual postpones a visit to a 
physician until the last possible moment 
because of horror of falling into debt. 

Thus, health is largely economic in 
cause. 

Curative medicine would be several 
hundred percent more effective if the ec- 
onomic barriers between the ailing person 
and the physician were removed, 

National health insurance removes 
those barriers, It makes possible and easy 
for everyone, without worry or financial 
distress, that early freatment which is 
essential to cure. 

National health insurance will reduce 
this nation’s death rate and increase the 
nation’s fitness, 

It is a vital factor in functional totality 
of war effort. 


Retirement Allowances 


The zeal and intensity of any man’s 
devotion to his country is proportional to 
the extent of the social protection afforded 
by that country. 

The spectre of unemployment, the 
haunting fear of an impoverished and de- 
pendent old age are two agents that stifle 
patriotism, kill initiative and breed a 
Snawing apprehension that destroys pub- 
lic morale. 

To put unemployment insurance and 
retirement allowances on a proper and 
just footing, as they are in Australia, New 
Zealand, Great Britain and the United 
States, would give the young Canadian, 
on active service or in the factory, a new 
vigor in his duties and a new devotion to 
the cause he gerves, 

_ Worry is the basis of most political 
discontent, It is the prime enemy of social 
cohesion, 

Assure our young men that something 
materially less than 54 out of every 100 
of them will be adequately cared for when 
they are 65 years of age, and there will be 
a new spirit in this country. 


Do It Now 


_ The importance of legislation to estab- 
lish social security in this country is vital 
at this moment for two reasons: 

. Because we are sadly in need of 
functional totality in our war effort and 
because social security will add to that 
functional totality. 

2. Because, economically, no time for 
setting up funds to pay these social ine 
surances will ever be so favorable as now, 

At the present time, Canada has 
achieved a peak in employment. She has 
attained a peak in national income, 

The few cents per week paid out now 
from salaries towards these national] social 
s@rvices would never be missed, Payment 
would be practically painless. 

Yet the accumulation of those few 
cents per person would build up enormous 
funds to cushion the average man against 
the dislocations in industry which may 
occur after the war. 

As an important war measure and as 
a gesture of humanity, the present eession 
of Parliament should establish a complete 
plan of social security in Canada,

INITIAL SALARY 


“To avert any danger of an em- 
ployer paying higher initial rate of 
salary than he otherwise would to a 
newly-hired or newly-promoted of- 
ficial because that rate must not be 
subsequently increased under the 
terms of the order, the amending 
order provides that an employer 
may, in accord with his established 
practice, and by arrangement, pay 
first q probationary or temporary 
rate of salary, to be followed by a 
higher rate, in cases of new ap- 
pointments or prqmotions taking 
place after the order went into ef- 
fect,” 

Under the amendments, a specific 
limitation is put on directors’ fees 
instead of relying upon the general 
restrictions on salaries being ap- 
Plied. Directors may not be paid at 
a rate “in excess of the rate of fees 
paid to puch director in the 12 
months ending Nov. 6, 1941, provid- 
ed, however, that a newly-appointed 
director of a company may be paid 
fees at the same rate as that paid to 
other directors of the said com- 
pany during the 12 months ending 
Noy, 6, 1941... ." 

"The intent of the original order 
is made clear by explicitly stating 
that the amount of any cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus being paid when the or- 
der went into effect shall be con- 
sidered as part of the rate of salary 
at that time,” Mr. Isley said. 


HOSPITALS, INSTITUTIONS 
Previously hospitals which were 
agencies of provinces or munici- 
palities were exempt from the 
salaries order while many other 
hospitals were not exempted; and 
religious, charitable and education 
institutions not operating for gain 
were subject to the salaries order 
but were exempt from the wages 
and cost-of-living bonus order. 
Under the amendments tabled 
yesterday, the definition of em- 
ployers in the salaries order is 
changed te exclude all public 
hospitals, and all religious, chari- 
table and educational institutions 
not carried on for gain. 
Notification of promotions is re- 
quired from employers’ within 
three months of the first payment 
of the increased salary where it is 
not already required in advance. 
Advance notice has been required 
for increases when the salary is 
$7,500 a year or over. Until the 
new amendments were approved, 
notice of salary increases below 
that level did not have to be sub- 
mitted*by employers to the revenue 
minister for appreval “before the 
assessment af the income tax re- 
turn of the employer for the year 
in which the increase was made.” 


CHECK TAX RETURNS 

“Perhaps I should add,” Mr, Ms- 
ley said as he concluded his brief 
explanatory statement to the house, 
“that in the administration of this 
(salaries) order by the income tax 
division, it is possible to obtain a 
close check on what is happening 
to all salaries by an inspection both 
of the employee's and the employ- 
er’s tax returns.” 

Without giving details, Mr. Isley 
said there is “one other minor 
change” which may have to be 
made in the salaries order for ad- 
ministrative reasons, and this might 
involve another brief order 
shortly.”

Industrial Use 
Of Sugar Is Cut 
By Twenty P.C. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12.— (CP) — 
Here's a sa@ blow for Canadians | 
with a sweet tooth: The Indus- 
trial consumption of sugar by 
many users has been ordered cut 


by 20 per cent and commercial 
makers of bread, cakes, biscuits, 
ples and similar products—except 
wedding cakes—must stop froat- 


ing, icing or dusting their pro- 
ducts with sugar or sugar pre- 
parations. 

These industrial users of sugar 
are affected by the 20 per cent re- 
duction order issued by sugar con- 
troller SR. Noble: 

Canners and preservers of fruits 
or vegetables; manufacturers of| 
chocolates, biscuits, candy or other) 
confectionery; makers of bread, 
pies or cakes; makers of wine, aer- 
ated waters, soft drinks, ice cream 
or ice cream cones. 


ICING PROHIBITED 

“It is further provided that, ex- 
cept for wedding cakes, all frosting, 
icing or dusting of bread, cakes, 
biscuits, pies or other similar pro- 
ducts with sugar or sugar prepara- 
tions shall be discontinued by in- 
dustrial users.” a Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board statement said. 

Under the rationing scheme 
which went into effect a few weeks 
ago, each Canadian was allowed 


three-quarters of a pound of sugar 
a week. Last night Mr. Noble said 
this ration was found in practice 
to be “too drastic” in the case of 
guilors and fishermen at sea, and 
men working in lumber and con- 
struction camps. Moreover, in such 
circumstances other food products 
containing sugar were not available. 


RELAX REGULATIONS 

“An order will be issued shortly 
relaxing the general rationing regu- 
lations in relation to such cases,” he 
said. 

Applying the 20-per-cent cut to 
various categories of industrial 
users, the order requires that they 
“shall not in any quarter use 
more than 80 per cent of the 
quantity of sugar used in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1941, the 
months ef February and March, 

1942, being treated as two-thirds 
Of = quarter.” 

No industrial users of sugar not 
in the categories listed in the order 
will be permitted to use in any 
quarter a quantity in excess of that 
used by him for the same purposes 
in the corresponding quarter of 
1941. 

“These provisions apply to exist- 
ing stocks of sugar in the possession 
or control of any industrial user, as 
well as to future stocks of sugar 
acquired by him,” the prices board 
said, 

MAY LIMIT SALE 

“The provisions covering the 20 
per cent, cut and the quantity 
which may be purchased do not 
apply te goods supplied by indus- 
trial users under contracts with the 
department of national defence or 
the Red Cross; provided that each | 
such industria] user shall, for the 
purposes of reckoning the quarterly 
quantity of sugar permitted by this 
order to be used by him, deduct 
the quantity of sugar used in such 
goods sold by him during 1941 from 
the total quantity of sugar used by 
him in 1941, and may proportion 
Such deduction over the months of 
1941.” 

Industrial users, householders or 
any other persons not acquiring 
sugar for resale in the ordinary 
course of business are forbidden to 
sell at retail, or to an employee 
or any other person, 

Any retailer or other seller of 
sugar “may limit sale or refuse 
to sell to any person he believes 
is attempting to contravene any 
provision of this order.” 

“Industrial user” is defined in the 

order as “any person who uses 
sugar in the manufacture for sale 
of any food or other product or in 
any business process, and shal] in- 
clude a beekeeper."

Australia Seen 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—(AP)—Cecil Brown, radio cor- 
respondent of Columbia Broadcasting System, said in a 
broadcast last night from Sydney, Australia, that the Jap- 
anese are being held at no point by the Allies, and predicted 
an attack on Australia “in the very near future.” 


Brown, 
pondent at Singapore, reported to 
his New York office last Jan, 11 
that he had been barred from 
broadcasting at Singapore. At that 
time he stated the British military 
intelligence officer had “admitted 
that the ‘pessimistic’ picture 
Painted in some of my broadcasts 
was justified by the facts” but had 
pointed out that the broadcasts 
were heard in Singapore also. 
In-his broadcast last night from 

Sydney, Brown said: “The tragic 
story of Singapore is not all of 
Japanese numerical superiority, 
fanatical courage and brilliant mili- 
tary scheming. The Japanese are a‘ 
Singapore also because of what the 
British failed to foresee, prepare for 
and meet at the crucial moment.” 


ATTACK NOT EXPECTED 

Before Dec. 7 British authorities 
thought a Japanese attack was un- 
believable, said Brown, adding they 
neglected to train their soldiers for 
jungle fighting, were unable to dis- 
tinguish between Chinese and Jap- 
anese and permitted es‘ablishment 
of what he called an amazing fiftn 
column organization in Malaya. 

After the Japancse attack, 
Brown continued, the British su- 
thorities failed to carry out the 
“scorched carth” policy despite 
assertions to the contrary, and 
they created “considerable dif- 
ficulties” with the natives in 
Malaya by what Brown termed 
favoring Europeans in the evacua- 
tion of the island of Penang. 

Brown, declaring that “at no point 
are the Japanese being held by the 
Allied forces,” predicted the fall of 
Singapore city in from 24 to 72 
hours, said Netherlands Sumatra 
may be taken, that the fate of Java 
would be decided within a month. 
and that “Australia will be attacked 
in the very near future.” 

Brown arrived in Sydney by air- 
plane from Butavis, capital of the 
Netherlands East Indies.

The debate was adjourned Wed- 
Nesday by J. W. Beaudry, S.C. st 
Paul, who will speak Thursday, 
when the last of the throne speeca 
addresses are expected to be made. 

Policies in the past year of “truth 
forever on the scaffold and wrorg 
forever on the throne” would make 
the task facing Canadians and their 
allies much harder, Mr. Masson as- 
serted, f 

“It equality of sacrifice is the 
policy for distribution of war bur- 
dens and if labor, industry and 
finance are given assurances of 
government aid,” he said, “then the 
government is not out of place in 
asking that agriculture. the basic 
industry, be given some assurance.” 

He placed agriculture with the 
army, navy and air force as “one 
of the four main forces fighting for 
Canada,” and declared himself 
“right behind” the farmers who 
have gone to Ottawa asking for an 
equitable price for wheat. 

Mr. Masson suggested $1.25 4 
bushe] for No. 1 northern wheat, 
f.o.b. Fort William, as the proper 
price for the first 2,000 bushels of 
wheat sold. 

He conceded that many farmers 
are getting good prices for live- 
stock, but added “wheat is different 
from stock raising. There is money 
in livestock. but it costs money to 
get into it and many farmers can- 
not afford that step.” 


POST-WAR PERIOD 

Mr. Anderson urged immediate 
action on the part of the govern- 
ment to provide for the post-war 
period, so that men in the fighting 
forces today will not be compelled 
to return to a situation similar to 
that which followed the First Gregt 
War. 

“International finance is ruining 
the world today,” he said. “It is 
riding over the world with one foot 
on the Axis horse and one foot on 
the Allied horse, spreading ruin.” 


Canadian fighting men, he de- 
clared, must be given a greater 
ides! than that of the enemy. 
“The axis enemy we face fills its 
fighting men with an ideal for 
which they give their all,” Mr. 
Anderson sald. “Our men must 
be given a greater ideal. Give 
them something to inspire them 
and all Canadians. It is part of 
our job to see that this is done.” 
He referred to a statement made 
earlier jn the debate by J. H. 
Walker, Ind. Warner, that the war 
is “not a war of the Bank of Can- 
ada, but a war of the people of 
Canada.” Mr. Anderson criticized 
this stand for its inference that the 
Bank of Canada is not the people of 
Canada. 

“If it is not the people of Can- 
ada, it should be, and that is what 
we want it to be,” he said.

life, 
| THE SPONSORS 

To be introduced by R. B, Ansley, 
S.C., Leduc and seconded by Fred 
Anderson, S.C., Calgary, the resol- 
ution asks that the federal govern- 
‘ment be asked to take action to 
curb “Union Now” propaganda on 
| the proposals “which constitute a 
| threat to the very existence of the 
British Empire.” 

The British Empire, it is stated, 
would have. minority representa- 
tion in the international federal 
legislature. 

Economic control would mean 
control over every aspect of nation- 
al life and control of the armed 
forces would remove the forces 
which exist to “preserve the sov- 
ereignty of the people essential to 
their precious heritage of demo- 
cratic liberty.”

It submits that another 30 days

New Districts 


Protesting against being formed 
into a larger munfcipal unit, and 
the dissolution of thelr municipal 
council, more than 200 residents 
of Spruce Grove M.D. called at 
the legislative buildings on Wed- 
nesday for an audience with Pre- 
mier William Aberhart, 

Following two hours of discussion 
the delegation agreed to form a 
committee to meet next week with 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs, to discuss their 
problems. .Hearing the representa- 
tions were the premier, Mr. Mayn- 
ard and Mrs, R. E. Wood, M.LA. 
for Stony Plain, 

The delegation came to the city 
immediately following a protest 
meeting held at Spruce Grove, at 
which indignation at the new ar- 
rangement was expressed. 


FORM LARGER UNIT 

Under the present arrangement 
Spruce Grove M.D. is combined 
with Inga M.D. and Tomahawk 
M.D. to form a larger unit. The 
municipal councils have been dis- 
solved and, pending election of a 
new central council for the large 
unit, the affairs of the unit are 
being administered by the depart- 
ment of municipal affairs. 

One of the chief protests against 
the arrangement is that residents of 
the districts were not given a vote 
to approve or disapprove. 

Spruce Grove residents claimed 
that, while their municipal district 
was financially solvent. Inga had a 
debt of some $30,000 and Tomahawk 
of $14,000. They felt that under 
the new set-up they would be taxed 
to assist the other districts, 


OUTLINES REASONS 

“We would have no objection to 
giving some assistance to a neigh- 
boring district that was in the pion- 
ecring stage.” one resident said 
“But these districts have been es- 
tablished a long time and the only 
reason they are in debt and haven't 
got roads and other improvements 
like ours is that they have not been 
as well managed.” 

A farmer of Graminia school 
district, southeast of Spruce Grove, 
said that residents of his area had 
paid taxes and worked for 40 years 
to improve their district and he did 
not feel they should be called upon 


to build up these other districts. 

“When I first came there I had 
to plough through mud up to the 
hubs of my wagon wheels, and I 
had to work hard,” he said. “We 
all did, and it didn’t hurt us. I am 
not selfish, but I don’t see why 
other districts can’t work for their 
good roads. 


CLAIM NO VOTE GIVEN 
“Besides this, we were not given 
a vote in this matter. Now our 


boys are joining the army and we} 


don't know how we are going to 
work the land. 

“I have no objection to the boys 
joining up, as I know they will have 
to, but we are sending them to fight 
for democracy and we haven't got 
it here at home.”

When he js in the 
house, see that the chair he usu- 
ally sits in is the right size and 
supports his back. Also, check up 
on his bed. If it sags, he sleeps 
with his spine in poor alignment. 

From the health standpoint you 
can do a great deal to help your 
child to good posture habits. But 
if poor posture is pronounced, take 
him down to the local YMC.A,, to) 
a doctor, or to a clinic specializing 
in posture correction. In addition 
to games that foster good posture, 
he will learn some special exercises 
to correct sway back and strengthen 
the abdominal muscles. Here is an 
exercise of this type: 

The child sits on the floor against 
a wall with legs straight out in 
front, and hips, back, shoulders and 
head all touching the wall, Then he 
makes believe his legs are scissors, 
and keeping the head and lower 
back against the wall, raises and 
lowers alternate legs, knees straight. 

This and many other exercises 
are suggested in the excellent book-

We put “our” baby inside a circle 
of chairs one day when he Was visit- 
ing us and sat around to watch his 
play, The constant miracle of child- 
hood ig its activity. That baby 
wasn't still one single moment. He 
crawled, he walked, he scooted 
around, lifting himself up to tables 
He lifted up lids, and banged them 
and sucked on them and laughed 
and babbled. Every portion of his 
body was in constant motion 

We expect it of babies and it 
doesn’t annoy us as does the same 
activily in the child who is able to 
go where he pleases and get into 
things as he goes. It was once my 
duty in a survey of children’s phy- 
sical development to follow around 
a smal] child in a nursery school 
and keep account of everything he 
did and every gesturé he made, 

I fee] sure the child—to whom I 
dared not speak—considered me his 
nemesis and dreamed about mé at 
night, Ags for me, 1 fell into bed 
exhausted after chasing him all over 
the place, notebook and pencil in 
hand, trying to keep track of which 
hand went where and all the liter- 
ally countless motions he made in 
a two-hour period. 

It isn't in the nature of a well 
child to be inactive and mothers 
showld worry more about passive 
children who stsy put than about 
those whe never spend a quiet 
moment. 

In the home the child should be 
kept safely in some room, with 
dangerous or fragile objects remov- 
ed, of in a play pen with his toys 
inside. Later when the child is old 
enough to be taken visiting, it’s cer- 
tain that his rewards for goodness 
will depend upon his quietness, 

If he happens to be 4 years or 
older, a half hour of repose can be 
expected of him, but little more. 
The mother, who forces a child to be 
quiet in church or lecture hall or 
musica] or movie, has only herself 
to blame if his taut and frustrated 
nerves lead him to naughtiness and 
crying. 

It's not in the cards when a 
child’s interest is at loose ends 
and bis body is kept imprisoned 
and his voice quiet, for him to be 
that good boy his mother insists 
that he should be- 

Children always are children and 
children always are active, so that 
we help ourselves and them when 
we accept those facts.

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Pruritus means itching; however 
the term is generally restricted in 
such a way as to mean an intense, 
burning itching sensation in certain 
Parts of the body 

This is a fairly common symptor | 
and may drive the patient almost 
to despair. In many of the letters 1 
have received from sufferers with 
this trouble, patients have stated 
they would gladly trade any kind 
of ache or pain for the tormenting 
itching. 

While pruritus is not a disease 
but a symptom, most patienis who 
develop it come to think of it asa 
disease, The itching is generally 
most troublesome at night. Because 
of the parts which are affected, the 
patient may be embarrassed at con: 
sulting a doctor in search of relief. 

This type of disease is due to an 
irritation of the sensory nerve end- 
'ngs and is most likely to develop 
after the age of thirty. The itching 
becomes more noticeable when the 
patient is warm, and may be so in- 
lense that the patient can not help 
scratching. with resulting injury to 
the skin, Often the trouble is of 
a chronic nature alid will not per- 
manently disappear of its own ac- 
cord — although there may ve 
periods when the patient will be 
comparatively free from it. 

While pruritus is not of itself 
serious, it may exert considerabl 
influence on the general well- 
being of the patient because it in- 
terfercs with sleep and thus causes 
the patient to be overly tired. It 
may also produce irritability and 
crankiness 

The main cause of pruritus is 


constipation, with an accompanying | 


absorption of toxins. In those cases 
where I have observed a complete 
recovery, this has followed a treat- 
ment which banished the constipat- 
ed state. However, pruritus may 
also be due to the presence of 
worms, but this cause is generally 
not operating in the average case, 
A possible contributing cause is 
prolonged strain due to overwork. 

When the patient with pruritis 
also has liver or gall bladder 
trouble, or diabetes or is bothered 
by intestinal disturbances, the prur- 
itus will probably disappear when 
the accompanying disorder is re- 
lieved. 

The successful treatment of 
pruritus must depend upon the in- 
dividual case. A careful examina- 
tion may reveal the presence of t 
fistula, or of hemorrhoids, or of 
some other condition requiring 
treatment. If any of these are 


found, suitable treatment shouid be 
given before it is expected that the 
pruritus will clear up. 

At the same time it is important 
to use general measures which will 
build up the health in every way. 
The patient should use a seny'ble 
diet and if necessary, he six uld 
take an enema daily for aweile, 
until the constipation is correc‘ed. 
Sometimes the olive oil enema, 
which consists of eight ounces of 
Olive oil (or salad oil), which has 
been slightly warmed and then in- 
jected into the lower part of the 
colon with the regular enema 
equipment will give considerable 
relief. This warm oil is used just 
before’ retiring and is retained 
overnight. 

Local cleanliness of the affected 
area is important and washing the 
parts twice daily with warm water. 
and pure soap. then rinsing with 
clear water, and drying with soft 
absorbent cotton, may be helpful,
